Someone  has  figured  out  that  if  every  man,  woman,  and  school  child  in 
the  United  States  would  reduce  his  daily  use  of  bread  by  just  three  slices, 
almost  three-fourths  of  a  million  tons  of  wheat  would  be  freed  for  shipment 
overseas  in  the  next. 90  days. 

C*  Y,  Hemphill,  State  emergency  food  program  manager,  says  that  when 
we  realize  facts  like  this,  it's  not  hard  for  any  individual  to  answer  this 
question: 

"What  can  I  do  to  help  to  alleviate  suffering  and  starvation?" 

"Hunger  is  a  terrible  thing,"  Mr.  Hemphill  states*    "It  is  impossible 
for  us  in  the  midst  of  our  abundance  to  comprehend  fully  the  desperate  and 
tragic  plight  of  the  starving  millions  in  the  world*    If  wo  can  get  our 
people  to  understand  in  a  small  measure  the  conditions  of  human  beings  in 
those  areas  where  starving  parents  watch  their  children  and  their  childrens1 
children  starve  to  death  before  their  eyes,  I  am  sure  that  they  will  join 
wholeheartedly  in  the  drive  to  share  our  abundance." 

U,  S»  farmers'  early  planting  intentions  show  that  they  are  going  to 
try  for  another  record  food  production  year*    Huge  plantings  are  in  pros- 
pect despite  the  tight  labor  situation  and  the  fact  that  new  farm  machinery 
is  not  coming  out  fast  enough  to  meet  demands.    Repair  parts  are  also  still 
hard  to  get,  but  the  big  question  mark  of  course  is  still  the  weather. 

But,  iir.  Hemphill  points  out,  production  isn't  the  only  job.  ■  Conser- 
vation of  what  we  already  have  is  also  important.     For  that  reason.  New 
Mexicans  are  urged  to  save  foods  and  salvage  fats  as  well  as  increase  pro- 
duction*

Processors  will  bo  required  to  set  aside  10  percent  of  their  April  pro- 
duction of  soybean,  cottonseed,  linseed  and  peanut  meal,  the  USDA  has  an- 
nounc-d.    Total  shipments  from  January  21  through  March  31,  when  the  set- 
aside  was  five  percent,  were  52,000  tons.    Of  this  amount,  New  Mexico  deal- 
ers received  2^975  tons.    The  meal  is  sold  by  processors  through  regular 
trade  channels  in  States  such  as  New  Mexico,  which  are  short.

With  spring  plowing  now  in  progress,  ACP  committeemen  are  urging  farm- 
ers to  carry  out  more  contour  culti-vation  and  stripcropping. 

Cultivation  on  the  contour  and  stripcropping  are  immediate  helps  in 
increasing  the  production  of  grain  crops  and  pastures  and,  with  America's 
farmlands  in  for  at  least  another  year  of  all-out  food  production,  long- 
range  soil  strengthening  has  new  practical  significance.    Recent  agronomic 
evidence  points  to  contouring  and  stripcropping  as  aids  to  boost  production! 
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RECORD  DEMANDS  TAX  FERTILIZER  SUPPLIES 
American  farmers  -will  have  enough  fertilizer  to  do  the  job  in  getting 
out  another  record  harvest,  according  to  Department  of  Agriculture  reports, 
but  they  won't  be  able  to  get  all  the  plant  food  that  they  want*  Further- 
more, the  supply  situation  will  be  very  spotty  with  many  localities  finding 
it  next  to  impossible  to  fill  even  minimum  demands.
